as authority. Osweg, King 
of the Northumbrians, who presided, 
asked if it was certain that St. Peter 
held the keysof heaven. Being a:- 
sweredinthe aflirmative, he said: 
“T decide for tue Nicene tule, lest 
when 7 come to the gates of heaven, 
Peter should shut them against me. 

By this decision the Diooysian 
eyele and the Nicene rule were estab- 
lished in England, and are the basis 
of the caleulations in the book of 
Common Prayer, 

By the Nicene decree, and, in ac- 
eord therewith the fifth rule of the 
Couneil of Whithy, the first Sunday 
after the 14th of Nisan is Easter, 
which is the same as the first Sun- 
day after the first fu!l moon after the 
Vernal Equinox. The Council of 
Whitby added, contrary to the Coun- 
cil of Nica, that if the 14th Nisaa was 
on Sunday, then Easter should be the 
Sunday following. This vear the 
month Nisan began March 26; April 
Sth is the 14th, <nd the following 
Sunday, which is the next day, is 
Easter; bence the designation of 
April 91h as Easter, aecords with the 
Niceve decree, and also with the 
bigoted sixth rule of Whitoy. Io 
1717, a scheme was published accord- 
ing to these rules, to determine the 
chureh days forever in England, this 
scheme puts Easteror April 9h in 
1876. ee Prideaux’s Connexion, 
vol, 2. page 163. 

Iam aware ofthe pretended rule 
that says: “If the full moon falls after 
twelve o’clock on Saturday night, it 
is to be considered as Sunday, and 
Eester is to come on the Sunday fol- 
iowing.”’ This rule is absurd and 
without autbority; it is not support- 
ed by any calendar, nor any other 
rule of calculation. 

1. Itis absurd. When the moon 
fulls April 8, the time js different at 
different places. Itis 10 o’clock 11 
minutes, P. M., at Jerusalem; 7:39 P. 
M., at London; 2:30 P. M., at Wash- 
ington; 11:51 A. M., atSan Francisco; 
9A.M., at the Sandwich Islands. 
Hence by this rule there would be 
two Easters, except in Idaho and 
Eastern Nevada where there would 
b? none at all. 

2. There is no. computation of time 
thet makesthe day beyvin at noon, 
except Astronomical Astronomical 
Sunday doesnot begin till 12 at noon 
of our Sunday; and hence by this the 
moon is full at Jerusalem itself thir- 
teen hours and fortr-nine minutes 
before Sunday begins. 

For hundreds of years ofter the 


Nicene Couneil, the calculations were 


made at AleXandtia and Rome by 
Roman time; and by this the moon 


was full at Rome March §S, three 


hours and thirty-two minutes before 
Suaday began, By every known 


rule of calculation April 16 is efro- 


neous. 
The whole matter ix explained by 
this, the tablesin the Prayer book 
are incorrect. The Julian year by 
which the praver books is caleuJat: d 
exceeds the solar vear by which 
almanacs are made, nearly one day 
in ove hundred years, and at the ex- 
piration of this -century the golden 
number in the prayer book must be 
moved forward one day to repair the 
error. Assuming the prayer hook 
eorrect or nearly so, at the beginning 
of this century, itis now wrong by 
at least twelve hours, and the full 
moon falling nearer than usual to the 
dividing line, the prayer book miss- 
ed the cancnical Easter by one week. 
According to Poiuard and others, 
Christ was crucified on the 3rd of 
April at or near 9 o’clock a. m.; dark- 
ness was over the land from 12 to 3 
o’clock ; he died a little after three 
and was taken from the cross before 
5 o'clock ; he lay in the tomb during 
4th of April, and arose on the morn- 
ing of the 5th. Hence Easter on the 
9th is four days beyond the true an- 
niyersary, and the i6th is still worse.

received should be credited upon the 
judgment recovered against the de- 
fendant in this action.

GORMAN VS. MANLY--THE CIry 
OF RALEIGH--THE STRUG- 
GLE TO SECURE [Ts 
CONTROL. 


The argument of the city case was 
concluded cn Friday evening, and 
the decision of His Honor Judge 
Watts was de'ivered vesteday morn- 
ing. The argument was one of un- 
usual ability upon both sides, and the 
entire question of the constitutional- 
ity of the city charters passed by the 
late General Assembly was thorough- 
ly discussed. ‘The ease is as follows: 

John C. Gorman, Mayor of the city 
under the former administration, W. 
W. Whiie and John R. O'Neill, ex- 
commissioners of the city, and Han- 
dy Lockhart, plaintiffs, bring their 
action against the present Mayor and 
board of Aldermen of the city, snd 
the registrars and inspectors of elec- 
tion appointed by the Board of Com- 
missioners of Wake county. 

ihe r lief prayed for was a mania- 
mus directed to the Mayor requiring 
him to appoint registrars for the Fas- 
tern, Western and Middle Wards 
under the former charter; also a man- 
damus directed to the Board of Al- 
derinen requiring them to designate 
the points in the Eastern and West 
ern Wards where the polls shall be 
cpened, and also to appoint inspec- 
tors of election for the three Wards. 

It was further demanded that the 
registrars and inspectors of election 
should be enjoined from revistering 
the voters of the city and from hold- 
ingan election on the first day of 
May. 

The plaintiffs claim that the act of 
Feb. 16th, 1875 is unconstitutional for 
seven reasons: 

First, Because it takes the election 
of Mayor from the people. 

Secondly, Because the portion of 
the city between Jones and Martin 
streets, east of East street, is not ap- 
portioned to any Ward. 

Thirdly, Because the qualified vo- 
ters who have not resided withii the 
city ninety days are excluded by the 
act from registration and voting. 

Fourthly, Because the right of chal- 
lenge as given in the act of 1875 is un- 
constitutional. 

Fiftbly and sixthly, Because of the 
unequal representation in the Wards, 
especially between the Third and the 
Fifth Ware, 

Seventhly, Because as a whole the 
act violates the constitution in = that 
the representation is not apportioned 
to the popular vote. 

The defendants, answering admit 
the law, but deny the facts upon 
which the second, third and fourth 
reasons are based, and deny the ac- 
curacy of the statement of the rela- 
tive proportions of population in the 
Wards upon which the fifth, sixth 
and seventh reasons are based, and 
give figures contradicting the state- 
ment of the plaintiff. They further 
allege that the disproportion of voters 
between the old Western and Middle 
Wards is as great as the d-fference 
between the Third and Fifth Wards. 

The defendants contended that 
issues of fact were raised by the plead- 
ings and that the case ought to be 
tried before a jury. This position 
was overruled and the Judee said 
sufficient admissions appeared in the 
answer to enable him to take eogni- 
zance of the case. After argument, 
the Judge granted the judement 
prayed for in the complaint and the 
defendants appealed. The propea 
notice and undertaking have been 
served upon the plaintiff and the 
case will be transmitted to the Su- 
pre:ne Court. 

It is rumored—but we hope for the 
honor of the Judiciary that the report 
is untrue—that after the judgment 
was signed, and just before Judge 
Watts left for Henderson county, he 
sent for the Clerk, and when the 
Deputy Clerk went to his room he 
ordered him to issue the mandamus 
and injunction notwithstanding the 
appeal, and threatened to put the

The publie opinion cf acoun- 
try is not readily changed in a day, 
and it is evidently againstthe Sonth 
now. The narrow-minded, nay, fe- 
rocious, fecling that (he Southerners 


j are still unrepentant rebels, and
